LOS ANGELES, Oct. 9.—Jay 
Sheridan, a surprise State witness 
in the trial of Alexander Pantages, 
millionaire theater man, testified 
today regarding an alleged attempt 
of the defendant to produce false 
testimony. 

Sheridan, a San Diego, Cal., 
lodge owner, testified that on Sept. 
22, more than a@ month after the 
alleged . attack of the vaudeville 
magnate on 17-year-old Eunice 
Pringle in his private office, Pan- 
tages came to see him at San 
Diego. 

“Tl was asked,” he testified, “if 
I would testify that I was in the 
little conference room the day of 
Aug. 9. I said I would and would 
be glad to help in any way possi- 
ble.” 

Pantages is alleged to have at- 
tacked the girl the afternoon of 
Aug. 9 in the small room in the 
Pantages Theater building which 
he used for conferences. 

Sheridan testified he had known 
Pantages about 15 years and that 
he formerly was in the theatrical 
business, 

“What did Pantages tell you as 
to what you were to testify?” the 
witness was asked, | 

“He told me to say I saw the 
girl's hand on the door as I ap- 
proached the room and that later 
as I went away I still saw her hand 
on the door.” 

“Was that testimony 
false?” “It was false.” 

A heated objection from the de- 
fense caused the court to order the 
last question stricken from the 
record. 

You Won't Have to Worry. 

Sheridan testified he was in San 
Diego the day of the alleged as- 
sault and that he saw Miss Pringle 
for the first time yesterday. 

In discussing the case, Sheridan 
said, Pantages told him. 
take very good care of you. You 
won't have to worry financially.” 

Jerry Geisler, defense attorney, 
took over the questioning. Pan- 
tages seemed unusually nervous 
and deserted his chair to sit on 
the edge of the counsel table, talk- 
ing rapidly with his lawyers. 

Sheridan denied under cross ex- 
amination that he had telephoned 
Pantages that he knew Eunice 
Pringle and that she had been in 
Tijuana, Mexico, with him and had 
spent a night at his apartment. He 
admitted he telephoned the theater 
man on Sept. 24 that he had im- 
portant information for him.

Fall’s chief counsel said the for- 
mer Secretary’s temperature today 
was 99.4 but that his pulse had 
gone up and that he was astilJ 
coughing blood. 

Dr. Sterling Ruffin, one of the 
physicians who attended former 
President Wilson, was named by 
Justice Hitz to examine the former 
Secretary of the Interior. He will 
confer with Fall's physician, Dr. 
H. T. Safford, before making the 
examination. Hogan today an- 
nounced that Dr. Safford had de- 
clared Fall was on the verge of 
bronchial pneumonia and that to 
return to court would jeopardize 
his life.

BELIZE, British Honduras, Oct. 
9.—Col. Charlés A. Lindbergh to- 
day ended his explorations of the

ORIGIN OF CONSCIENCE 
TRACED TO 2000 B. C. 


Egyptologist Says Human Then 
Began to Distinguish Right 
From Wrong: 
CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—Dr. James 
Breasted, noted Egyptologist and 
director of the Oriental Institute, 
has traced the birth of conscience 
to a period about 2000 years be- 

fore Christ. 

It was then, Dr. Breasted said in 
an address last night, that man 
first indicated a knowledge of the 
difference between right and 
wrong. Texts found on the stone 
walls of tombs dating back to 
2000 B. C., he said, showed the 
dawn of conscience and character 
among the earth’s inhabitants.

HDENES GASTONIA 


Court Overrules Plea to 


Drop Charges for Lack of 
Evidence After State 


Rests. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., Oct. 9.— 
The State rested at noon today in 


the trial of seven National Textile 
Workers Union members and strike 
leaders accused of murder in con- 
nection with the death of O. F. 
Aderholt, Gastonia police chief, and 
assault on three other officers. 

The defense immediately moved 
for dismissal of the case on the 
ground of lack of evidence to con- 
nect the defendants with the fatal 
wounding of the chief and wound- 
ing of Tom Gilbert, A. J. Roach 
and Charlies - Ferguson. Judge 
Barnhill overruled the motion. 

The State’s principal witness to- 
day was C. M. Ferguson, motor- 
cycle policeman of Gastonia, who 
accompanied Chief Aderholt to the 
Union headuarters the night of the 
shooting. 

Ferguson testified that he saw 
William MeGinnis, one of the de- 
fendants, open fire after another 
guard had started scufling with 
Gilbert. He said he recognized 
both McGinnis and another guard, 
Louls McLaughlin, who is one of 
those charged with the fatal shoot- 


jing. The others being tried are: 


Fred Erwin Beal, George Carter, 
Clarence Miller, K. ¥Y. Hendricks 
and Joseph Harrison. 

Interest centered in the testi- 
mony of S. C. Davis, Loray mill 
overseer, and 0. L. Glymph against 
George Carter, one of the defend- 
ants. Aderholt was fatally wound- 
ed omthe night of June 7, when he 
and other officers attempted to 
stop a strike riot at the Loray mills 

Davis, overseer, and Glymph, an 
electrician, testified that Carter 
had tried to fire on them and a 
humber of policemen after the 
shooting of the police chief, 

In a search of the strikers’ tent 
colony after the shooting, Carter 
was found under a bed in one of 
the tents. As he was being dragged 
out, the witnesses testified, he 
made an éffort to shoot them. 

“One of the officers asked him,” 
Davis testified, “If he shot the 
chief. Carter said he didn’t shoot 
the chief, but that he ‘stopped’ 
them, and ‘that’s. what I was get- 
ting paid $4 0a week for.’ 

Carter, previous witnesses had 
said, walked out toward Aderholt 
and the four other officers with 
him when they came to the tent 
colony. They had put Carter under 
arrest when the shooting began and 
Carter was slightly injured. 

The witnesses also quoted Carter 
as saying that “the only reason I 
didn’t shoot you is that I couldn’t 
get my gun out in time.” 


Contradictory Testimony at Hear- 

ing on Marion, N. C., 

MARION, N. C., Oct. 9.— Judge 
W. F. Harding. sitting in the 
spécial investigation into the death 
of five men in a riot at the Marion 
Manufacturing Co. Mill last 
Wednesday, heard contradictory 
testimony yesterday. 

Taking the witnes stand soon 
after the defense began presenting 
its side of the case, Charlie Jenk- 
ins, mill employe, told the court 


| that the first shots last Wednes- 


day came from the “crowd of 
strikers.” His testimony was in- 
tended to refute that of witnesses 
for the prosecution, most of whom 
testified that Sheriff O. F. Adkins 
and his party fired the first shot. 

Between 650 and 60 _ strikers, 
charged with rebellion and resist- 
ing an officer, waived preliminary 
hearing and were bound over to 
the Superior Court of McDowell 
County.

The groundwork for this attack 
was laid in the hearings before the 
commission, in the hope of obtain- 
ing a clearer ruling from the 
courts on the weight to be given! 
reproduction cost and original cost 
in determining utility valuations. 

In its valuation finding the com- 
Lmission stated the’ courts had not 
made any definite rule for the de- 
termination of present fair value 
of utility property, “apparently for 
the reason that such a rule would 
be impracticable In all cases and 
just and reasonable results would 
be doubtful.” The commission 
said the United States Supreme 
Court in a long line of decisions 
had designated certain valuation 
elements and factors to be consid- 
ered. 

The commission concluded with 
a statement that it “is of the opin- 
ion that stress should not be put 
on either the original cost or re- 
production cost of this property” 
in determining the valuation. 

Says Rule Wasn’t Followed. 
The city in its appeal brief, docs 

not complain of the rule fixed by 
the commission, but contends the 
commission did not follow its own 
rule, 

Analyzing the elements of the 
valuation, as fixed by the com- 
mission, the city points out that 
the value of $63,500,000 is almost 
equal to the reproduction cost new 
less depreciation. 

The city contends the commis- 
sion thereby placed undue stress 
on the reproduction theory, despite 
its own announced rule, and points 
out that under court decisions both 
original cost and reproduction cost 
must be considered. but that neith- 
er theory is controlling, 

The legal fight in the appeal is 
between the city and Commission. 
The company could not appeal, al- 
though it complained of some of 
the Cémmission findings  be- 
cause the Commission granted 
the rate of fare for which it ap- 
plied. The courts have held that 
when a utility recelVes the rate for 
which it applied it cannot appeal 
from the Commission ordcr. 

Points Made by City. 

Among the points urged by the 
dity in the appeal are: 

The valuation should not ex- 
ceed $53,000.000 instead of the 
$63,500,000 fixed by the Com- 
mission for operating property. 
An additional $2,500,000 was al- 
lowed for non-operating property 
but is not a part of the rate base. 
The company contended the val- 
uation should be at least $75,- 
000,000.

WILCOX uttered a note of 

caution. If the city of St. 
Louis, following Detroit's ex- 
ample, should decide to regain 
home rule over street car fares 
and service by substituting the 
permit system for a franchise, 
it would need to beware of a 
snare into which Detroit could 
not possibly fall—that of 
granting a franchise inadver- 
tantly. This happened to the 
city of Denver. Desiring to put 
its water company, whose fran~- 
chise had expired, on a day-to- 
lay basis, the City Council en- 
acted an ordinance prescribing 
the terms of operation and fix- | 
ing the rates. Afterward the 
United States Supreme Court 
held that the Council had 
given the company a  fran- 
chise, although admittedly it 
had no such intention. The 
Council had the legal power to 
grant franchises. No such mis- 
take could occur here, for the 
simple and sufficient reason 
het the Common Council of 
Detroit has not the power un- 
der the Michigan Constitution 
to grant anything more than a 
revocable privilege. JFran- - 
chises can only be granted here 
by a vote of the people, a three- 
fifths majority being required. 
In cities where the Council or 
Board of Aldermen has a iegal 
right to grant a franchise, the 
danger of granting one inad- 
vertantly can easily be avoided 
by vesting the power to issue 
permits and prescribe terms 
in the hands of some offical 
or board which has no legal 
authority to grant anything 
more than a revocable privil- 
ere. 

“Be careful that they don’t 
slip over a fast one on you,” 
said Wilcox.

sions and improvements as fast as 
they are needed—and that is no 
small task in a city that grows 
with the rapidity of Detroit. I 
don’t know how many millions they 
have obtained for that purpose, 
but the sum is tremendous.

cenDON, Oct. 9.—While Gov- 
ernment quarters here are confi- 


dent that the British invitations to 
a five-power naval conference will 
be accepted and the conference 
held, it is felt that there is still 
much work that should be done be- 
fore the parley, if it is to be suc- 
cessful. 

With the British-American dif- 
ficulties practically out of the way, 
officials here are anxious that the 
other powers confer among them- 


selves regarding their special prob- | 


lems and also with this country 
and the United States, if they thiak 
it necesary, so that when the con- 
ference convenes every delegation 
will have as clear a picture as pos- 
sible of the ideas of every other 
national group. That is why the 
British Government's § invitation 
contained a suggestion to the 
French, Italian and Japanese gov- 
ernments for further informal con- 
versations before the conference 
meets. 


It is further evidence of the ef-| 


fort being made here to prevent a 
display of lack of advance prepara- 
tion which characterized the ill- 
fated Geneva conference. 

That Foreign-Secretary Hender- 
son referred first in his note to the 


\new attitude on the subject of se- 


curity, based on the Kellogg pact, 
was a disclosure of the principles 
on which-the Labor Government is 
working internationally—principles 
which, of course, will now be eup- 
ported by the other two parties in 
the Housé of Commons, but which 
seemingly were not in the fore- 
front of the working policy of the 
late Conservative Government 
headed by Stanley Baldwin.

“Your Excellency: 

“I have the honor to inform

Poison, Not Germ, the Cause 
Of Yellow Fever, Dr. Cowdry 
Says in Missouri U. Lecture 


Washington U. Expert De- 
scribes Overturning of 
Theories in Last Two 
Years—Thinks Noguchi’s 
Aids Erred. 


An overturning within two years 
of the accepted theories of yellow 
fever was described at Columbia 
last night by Dr. E. V. Cowdry, 
professor of cytology in Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine, 


in the first Sigma Xi lecture this 
year at Missouri University. 
Two years ago, Dr. Cowdry re- 


lated, a germ isolated by the late’ 


Dr Hideyo Noguchi, perhaps the 
most noted martyr to science’s 
world-wide fight against the dis- 
ease, was thought to be its cause. 
It was doubted that West African 
yellow fever was the yellow fever 
known in the tropical Americas, 
and, years ago, as far north as St. 
Louis, 


Now, largely through the work 
of Dr. Noguchi’s expedition to 
West Africa but partly through the 
investigation of Dr. Cowdry him- 
self, it is definitely known that the 
germ isolated by Dr. Noguchi is 
mot the cause; that the cause, like 
the cause of smallpox and infantile 
paralysis, is an invisible virus, and 
that the yellow fever of West 
Africa and the yellow fever of 
Central and South America are the 
same, 

In 1918, Dr. Cowdry related, the 
famous Noguchi, working in Ecua- 
dor under the International Health 
Board of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, isolated a Leptospira, akin to 
the spirechete which causes syph- 
lis. The Leptospira caused jaun- 
dice and ather symptoms like -yel- 
low fever in guinea pigs. 

Noguchi developed a serum from 
the germ. In 1920, it was reported 


\teo have reduced yellow fever deaths 


by more than four-fifths in Mexico 

and the next year, said Dr. Cow- 

dry, 400 persons, inoculated with 

it, passed through a Peruvian epi- 

demic: without taking the disease. 
Fever in Far East. 

Only three cases were reported in 
the Americas in 1925. Attention 
became focused on Africa, where 
the development of railroad and 
airplane transportation was begin- 
ning to endanger the Orient. Dr. 
Cowdry added that “yellow fever 
in the Far East would lead to 
conditions so appalling as to be 
almost unthinkable.” 

The Rockefeller expedition was 
sent to Africa to check on the iden- 
tity of African and American yel- 
low fever and isolate the lepto- 
spira thought responsible. Noguchi, 
who went to the field despite bad 
health and there died of the dis- 
ease, was unable to find that germ 
in the African cases. 

Four important contributions of 
the expedition, however, were list- 
ed by Dr. Cowdry: It proved that 
the disease was caused by a virus. 
Indian monkeys, 
though not African monkeys. were 
susceptible to the disease and 
could be used as laboratory ani- 
mals. It discovered that the dried 
blood could remain virulent for 
months, and could be sent back to 
civilization for laboratory study un- 
der the most favorable conditions. 
It established that not one, but 
four varieties of mosquito could 
transmit the disease; that there 
were cases -without evidence of 
transmission by any mosquito, and 
that there was evidence that the 
infection could penetrate the un- 
broken skin. 

Error by Noguchi’s Aids. 

Dr. Cowdry was inclined to take 
the opinion that physicians might 
have given Noguchi cases of in- 
fectious jaundice by mistake for 
bacteriological examination in

with the fact that, in the disas- 
trous Brazilian epidemic of last 
year, South American yellow fever 
was found to confer immunity 


against virus obtained in Africa, 


dispelled the last doubt that the 
disease was the same wherever it 
occurred. 


Particles Differ in Form. 


Particles found in cel] nuclei in 
yellow fever were found to be the 
same in substance as similar “in- 
clusion bodies” in other virus dis- 
eases, but minutely different in 
form and in the changes they pro- 
duced in the cell, so that diagnosis 
could be made by microscopic ex- 
amination. 


“The discovery that the type of 
nuclear injury in yellow fever is 
definitely of the same category, 
though different in details, as that 
seen in other filterable viruses,” 
said Dr. Cowdry, “enables us to 
definitely classify the disease 
among others which are better 
known and remove it from the 
group of spirochetal diseases, 
where it held almost unquestioned 
place as recently as two years ago. 

“Such a radical change in front 
concerning the nature of the mal- 
ady suggests means of prevention 
not thought of before, particular- 
ly special methods of vaccine pro- 
duction. 


“In consideration of this new 
point of view a féw words may not 
be out of place concerning the na- 
ture of ‘filterable virus diseases’ in 
general. The word filterable means 
simply that the infecting agents 
are so minute that they pass free- 
ly through extremely finely grained 
filters, which hold back even the 
smallest of known bacteria.”

HE .notion,. popular in Ameri- 

ca. that one can live in the 

South Seas for next to nothing 
is fantastic. The truth is, my ex- 
penses in the Austrais, where |] 
lived modestly, were not much low- 
er than they are in St. Louis. This 
will be clear when T say that com- 
modities not indigenous to the is- 
lands have to be purchased from 
the Chinese traders—at prohibi- 
tively high prices. For example: 
A tin of beef which sells ordinarily 
for 25 cents in the States fetches 
60 cents in the Australs. A medi- 
um-sized tin. of butter is 80 cents, 
iouble the amount one has to pay 
for ft in San Francisco. A bar of

he contemplated making to the 
South Seas, and whether it would 
be necessary to take a bathing suit 
along. 

The same day, after I managed 
to get rid of my pate-faced visitor, 
Il had half a dozen other caliers, 
all curious to know if it were true 
that in the Austral Islands one did 
not have to work, wear clothes or 
marry. All this was taken for 
granted: it was something incon- 
testable. My callers merely sought 
from me confirmation. of their in- 
trenched notions. 

S a matter of fact, they were 
A all wrong about the South Seas. 

The average American, who 
seems to be of the same persuasion 
as the individuals that visited me 
or talked to me over the wire is 
likewise all wrong. It is not true— 
far from it—that the native in the 
South Seas sits under a tree all 
day long and iets the cocoanuts 


laundry soap that one can get for 


5 cents anywhere else, sells for 15 
cents down there. A gallon of kero- 
sene costs as much as $3—azainst 
30 cents here. All other imported 
merchandise, such as sugar, rice, 
soda, biscuit, spices. beans, canned 
goods are in proportion. I am giv- 
ing. of course, the equivalent in 
United States currency. 


When the natives haven't francs, | 


the medium of exchange, they pay 
in kind (copra..coffee, manioc, va- 
nila, straw hats and mats) and 
then the cost to them is even great- 
er. Unless one subsists entirely or 
mainly on native products, living 
in the South Seas, for the white 
man, is really more expensive than 


living in the States, for the natives . 


WHITE LIES in the SOU 
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Dream of the tenderfoot who has never been to the South Seas 


expect you to be generous. Rent 
und maid service are about the only 
negligible items. You can rent a 
house—they have houses,- half 
frame. half coral—for $4 a month. 
And you. can hire a whole staff of 
domestics for $1 aweek. But they 
will eat you out of house and home. 


so much (so much that is 
without foundation) has been 
written. They are hardly what one 
might cali tempting. They have 
long, lustrous hair, but it is, alas: 
tenanted. Their teeth are discol- 
ored and all the perfumes of Poly- 
nesia do not avail against body 
odor. Their skin is like satin, true 
enough, but most of it is scarred 
and blotchy. And those whose skin 
is free from suppurating sores or 
other disfigurements, come in daily 
eontact withthose who are so af- 
flicted. Elephantiasis is no rare 
sight. There are plenty of lepers. 
tleanliness is a virtue that is not 
very -prenounced among them. 
They are utterly devoid of ro- 
mance, as we in America under- 
stand the term. I found them, in 
some of the islands—notably 
Raivavae and Rurutu—as puritan- 
ical as any church-goer north of 
Boston. The white man, unless he 
is ready to marry one of them, or 
formally setup house, had better 
refrain from any association what- 
soeyer. The orometua, or preach- 
er, who knows the Ten Com- 
mandments, is very hard on pa- 
gans. It’s really not safe to be 
seen in the company of a native 
girl after dark. They still have 
stone axes down there, and they 
still know now to use them with 
good effect. Not that they are

For a 
brief visit; yes—perhaps. But if 
he expects to remain for any 
length of time, he had better take 
with him a trunkful of medicai 
supplies, a dozen cases of provi- 
sions and 10,000 cans of citronelia. 
Or better still, let him settle with- 
in reach of a port of ‘call, like 
Papeete, or Suva, or Apia, avhere, 
if he is taken ill; he can summon 
a doctor: or where, if he is starved,

he can get some bread and butter 
and a giass of milk; or where, if 
he is utterly disillusioned, he can 
catch a steamer and go back to 
civilization. People with bad 
teeth, recalcitrant livers, weak 
hearts, etc., should stick to the 
pavements of civilization. I fe- 
member when I got back to Pa- 
peete after eight months in the 
Australis, I wept at the sight of 
an Irish potato. And a doctor 
looked to me like the angel Ga- 
briel himself.
